WASHINGTON, JnlylO.-A large proper- 


tlon of tho Inventions on which letters pat- 
ent aro being asked for at present are In 
tho oleptrieul Hue, for tho ingenious ones of 
the earth have discovered that fortune can 
be most surely won in that way. The man, 
for instance, who devises a successful con- 
duit for an underground trolley wire will 
be fulriy inundated with the stream of 
wealth which will flow in upon him. Pro- 
prietors of electric railroads everywhere 
aroanxioua to put their wires -below the 
surface, but so far it has been Impossible 
to do this without suffering such n, loss of 
current as. to make it practically prohib- 
itory. 


The earth is K wonderful absorbent of the 


subtle agent, njid the leakage from tele- 
graphic, telephonic and electric light wires 
that have been put underground Is enor- 
mous. I have been told of an electrician 
who discoverul bvaccideut that n strong 
current was parsing thwrngb. his laboratory 
over the gas pipe and an iron waste water 
pipe. He made a test and found the cur~ 
rent to be strong enough to run a small 
motor, and now he gets all the power ho 
wants free. Of course this current Is duo 
to a leak from some one's wires. 


The wires from which this leak comes 


are undoubtedly as thoroughly insulated 
as possible, and yet tho current escapes. 
Tho nudetgrouiid trolley wires first used 
were naked. They were, to bo sure, in- 
closed in a tube, but tho slot through 
which the trolley made contact with the 
wlro admitted dampness, and the leakage 
was, 
na I have said, prohibitive. 
A. test 


was receutly made of /i new method in 
which tho wire H inclosed in oil, contact 
with tho trolley being made at intervals. 
If thib contrivance bo fi practical success, 
tho inventor may snap his fingers afc fate, 
so far as money is concerned, for the rest of 
his lite. I know of half a dozen other in- 
ventors who are oittiug up nights ot work 
on underground trolley schemes. 


Others aro at work on storage batteries, 


but if tho views held by a prominent builder 
of electric railroads be correct theiio men 
may as well stop. He says: "The difficulty 
with storage batteries, so farasis generally 
known, lies in the fact that they are not so 
ecoiiomic.il as the tiDlley. But them is, an- 
other trouble. Tho storage batteries used 
*on an olpctricrailioad take the place of the 
wire—that is, they supply the current that

one has made an interesting calculation as 
to how fast n silk thread would Imvoto run 
to .carry 1,000 horsepower. Theoretically 
this seeming impossibility might he 
achieved. Now, if a pressure of 30,000 volts, 
say, could bo used in transmitting electric- 
ity, a small cablo would carry a great pow- 
er, but unfortunately it cannot, for such a 
pressure destroys tho beat, insulation yet 
devised. The man who discovers tlm in- 
sulation required or a substance cheaper 
than copper for transmission of the. current 
will bring about a complete change, lie 
will do a good deal toward driving the giant 
Steam from his throne. To be sure, tho 
high voltage I have spoken of cannot bo 
used in the motors now made, and instant 
and complete destruction would bo the lot 
of any person or thing that should gel, in 
the way of electricity of such high tension, 
but it may readily be converted into a low 
tension current with slight loss of power, 
so that there will bo no insurmountable 
difficulty in that direction. The highest 
tension used thus far in practice has been 
but a fraction of 80,000 volt's."

This is tho only practical method where 
thousands of sheep must be treated, ex- 
cept tho recently 
invented, dipping 


tanks or machines, which answer the 
sanio purpobe aud aro more economical 
perhaps, requiring less of the mixture. 


Tho report of tho department of agri- 


culture on the parasites of &heop says: 
"Although some dips are fairly effective 
when applied to sheep with the wool on, 
tlio dipping should, as a rule, bo preced- 
ed by bhuariiig, and the rale should not 
be violated except on account of season. 
If any ol a flock is affected with scab, 
all should bo tianted; otherwise tha dis- 
ease will bo earned along and break out 
from timo to time. The wool of scabby 
Bheop should bo poisoned or tlestioyed 
or so safely stored that it cannot scatter 
the paiMsite

California XnmeB landing In O. 


Attention his not been called, webe- 


iieve, to ono peculiarity—that is, the 
number of geographical names m Cali- 
fornia which end with o. In this respect 
this state must be awarded the champion- 
ship medal, as a brief inspection of any 
list of names of places will show. First, 
among the 58 comities of California there 
are no- less than 14 which end with tbe 
round letter. They are El Dorado, Fres- 
no, Inyo, Meudocino, Mono, Sacramento, 
San Benito, Srui Bernardino, San Diego, 
San Francisco, San Luis Obispo, San 
Maieo, Solano and Yolo. It is to be ob- 
served that only a portion of theso are 
named from masculine saints m the 
Spanish calendar, Fresco, Inyo, Mono, 
Solano and others being presumably In- 
dian names, though the termination may 
have been put on by the early Spanish 
settlers. When we come to towns in 
California whose names end in o, their 
name is legion. There are, among others, 
Acampo, Alamo, Bernardo, Blanco, Can- 
to, Capistrano, Decoto, Echo, El Casco, 
Fnito, Igo, Jaciuto, Largo, Llano, Milo, 
iloreno. Navarro, Micasio, Ono, Paler- 
mo, Pliilo, Rialto. Sansalito, Tropico, 
Vcnado and Volcano. 


In tho compilation of this imperfect 


catalogue the towns and cities named for 
eaiuts have been omitted, as the list 
would bo entirely too long, running from 
San Antonio ftiroiigh most of the letters 
of the alphabet to San Ysidro. There is 
Mid to bo a reason, for all things, and it 
is not unlikely that the names given by 
the early and pious Spanish settlers to 
their settlements may have sounded 
pleasant to. tlia gringos who came after 
them and hava influenced them, perhaps 
unconsciously, to confer upon their own 
mining campii and villages and towns 
names ending with tho letter o.—San 
Francisco Chronicle.
